to the tranſient exiſtence of a public print, 


In all Societies of Men, it ſeems equitable, 


that the Members ſhould be well apprize 4 
ol the ſteps purſued, by thoſe, in whom 
EXECUTIVE CONFIDENCE is repoſed ; and 
more patticularly, at the commencement 


of an Inſtitution, when, the principles of 


action, like a foundation i in architecture, 


ſhould be carefully inſpected, before the 
ſuperſtructure is attempted.

in an undertaking ſo truly meritorious,

ſuit, is an object, worthy the attention of 
all intelligent Members of Society. = 


It is this Spirit which actuates perſons 
of every deſcription in life, to works of 
excellence, and comparative ſuperiority. 


1t is the Parent of honeſt Ambition, and 
the Soul of great and good Actions. 


It calls forth the latent Powers of the 
Mind, and leads them into uſeful Action, 


Without the wiſh to excel, how many 
would have lived unknown, whoſe ſplen- 
did talents and actions have proved at 

once 


once an honor to themſelves, and, what 
is of greater import, a laſting benefit to 
their fellow creatures, 


So well, indeed, hath this been under. 
ſtood, that the beneficial effects of emu- 
lative exertion, have been proportionably 
experienced, in moſt of the Arts and Sci- 
ences. Whence comes it, then, that this 
Spirit of Emulation ſhould be ſo little felt 
in the practice of a Science, uniting in it- 
ſelf the eſſence of ſo many others? Why 
have improvements, ſo perceptible in o- 
ther purſuits, attended that of Agriculture 
with ſo flow a ſtep? To account fatis- 
 factorily for the neglect of a Science, ſo in- 
diſpenſible to the comfort, and even the 
very exiſtence of mankind, is no eaſy taſk, 


It ſeems at length, however, reſerved 
to this enlightened period, and in great 
meaſure to this Country, to reſcue Agri- 
culture from its preſent inactivity, and to 
help it, with its honeſt, though humble 
votaries, into notice and eſteem. 


Several Societies have af late years been 
eſtabliſhed i in the kingdom for this honor- 


able 


able purpoſe, whoſe exertions have in ma- 
ny inſtances been attended with the hap- _ 1 
pieſt ſucceſs. The rewards offered by _ j 
them, have occaſioned a variety of uſeſul

But as it was immediately foreſeen, that 


in a County of ſuch magnitude, popula. 
tion, and agricultural practice, all idea of 


| confining the ſcope of the Society to one 


_ town, however central, would be im- 


practicable; it was determined, for the 
preſent, to ſub- divide the County into 


Eight Diviſions, and in each of theſe to e- 
ſtabliſh a Diſtrict Committee, which ſhould 
attend to the intereſts of the Society with- 


in its own limits, ele& its own officers, 
form its own rules, examine the preten- 
ſions of claimants in Induſtry and good 
Behaviour, adjudge rewards to the ſuc- | 


ceſsful, and at ſtated times report its pro- 
ceedings to the General Committee, at tha 


| County Town. 


And, in order to enable Diſtrict G 

mittees to act with greater effect, it was 
agreed, that all premiums offered by the 
Society for the Encouragement of In- 

duſtry and good Behaviour, in Servants 


and Labourers in Agriculture, ſhould be 


| adjudged ſolely by them; the General 


Committee, reſerving to itſelf the adjudi- 


cation of ſuch premiums only, as regarded 


the general improvement of the Science at 
large. I. 
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It has alſo been a principle whk every 
Diſtrict Committee hitherto aſſembled, 


= | (which will doubtleſs be adopted by 
the reſt) that all Officers neceſſary to 


direct the interior management thereof, 
ſhould be entirely ſelected from the body 
of reſident Farmers; firſt, becauſe the ſu- 


perior practice and judgment of chat claſs 


of men were conceived moſt proper for 
the ends propoſed; and ſecondly, becauſe 

it was preſumed that a confidence, thus 
candidly repoſed, would be productive 
of the happieſt effects to the Society in 
general, by leading the Yeomanry and 
Tenantry of the County to a right OP1- 
mon of the unreſeryed and honeſt inten- 
tions, upon which the Socicty was founded.

me to ſay a few words upon the Advan- 
tage attending the Occupancy of Land by 
ſuch Owners, as from Taſte, and a decided ;

From ſuch 
Perſons much 800d is to be derived. THEY 
bear the riſque of early Experiments, 
which they continue, until repeated Trials,

and conſequent Conviction, lead them to 
the general Practice of the Farmer. As 


Landlord, the reſident vn A οt, Country 
Gentleman ſtands conſpicuous; for, from 
a ſimilarity of Purſuits with his Tenantry, 
he is led to conſider and feel for them, as 
for his Children, whoſe Advantages and 

Succeſs in ſuture Life, reflect an honor on 
himſelf. Hz knows, by Experience, the 

Hazards of the Art, and the various Difh- 

culties his Tenant has to encounter; this 

leads him to act upon all occaſions with 

Candour; and upon ſome, with Liberality. 

Under a Perſon of this deſcription, the 

unfortunate, but honeſt Tenant has little 

to fear, 


I need hardly enlarge on her Advan- 
tages attending this Occupancy, ſuch as 


the great exertions generally made by 


Gentlemen in the Improvement of their 
Farms; under which, the labouring Poor 
tebeive continued Employment, the eſ- 


ſential

ſential Good reſulting to a Neighbourhood 


from an almoſt conſtant reſidence on the 


Spot, which is ſo indiſpenſible to the Pur- 
ſuit itſelf. The good Example attending 
ſuch reſidence, with many others not ne- 

ceſſary to be mentioned. | 


One of the firſt Objects of Attention in 
the Society, is the Encouragement of In- 
duſtry and Good Behaviour in our Agri- 
cultural Servants and Labourers ; this is, 

indeed, a Point of the firlt magnitude and 
conſequence. What can be more incum- 
beat on us, than to endeavour to meliorate 

the ſituations of that uſeful Claſs of Men, 
who ſo eſſentially aſſiſt us in clothing our 
Fields with plentiful Increaſe ? What 
Duty can be more pleaſing to the well- 
thinking Farmer, than that of encouraging 
Morality and Emulation in his Servants 
and Labourers? May this excellent In- 
tention of the Society be completely re re- 
alized!
